Traffic was stopped on the Division 
street line for several hours. The live 
wire fell on the street and caused the 
crowd to scatter, but no one was in­ 
jured.

Venezuelan Situation Ably Summed Up 
By Uncle Sam's Diplomats—Bound­ 
ary Line Must Be Determined— 
Foster Talks on CubaandSajs Her 
Chances Are Good. 


Washington, Oct. 23.—Great Britam ’3 
radical steps on the Venezuelan ques­ 
tion continue to excite the liveliest in­ 
terest in official and diplomatic circles. 
Some of the latest reports from London 
cause comment and criticism among of­ 
ficials here. One of these statements 
attributes to Ambassador Bayard the 
declaration that the Uruan incident is 
independent of the boundary question, 
and that the United States can take no 
part in the 
former 
incident. 
It is 
pointed out here that the two questions 
ai e inseparably connected. The Uruan 
incident is based on a claim that the 
Venezuelans arrested Sergeant Beherns, 
of the British constabulary, on British 
soil, and that this indignity must be re­ 
paired. The Venezuelans claim that it 
occurred on Venezuelan soil. The grav­ 
ity of the case depends on ownership of 
the territory where the 
trouble took 
place. 
It is, therefore, 
considered to 
involve the entire territorial question, 
although it is a specific incident arising 
n the disputed territory. Great Britain 
demanded and obtained an indemnity 
from Nicaragua on the ground that her 
national honor had been outraged by 
the summary expulsion of her repre­ 
sentative, although the latter was only 
a humble consular agent. The United 
States contented itself to stand aloof on 
this occasion, on the theory that a na­ 
tion had a right to redress an insult. 
But in the Uruan affair it cannot be 
maintained for an 
instant 
that the 
British government has a right to de­ 
mand redress for the arrect of its of­ 
ficials unless it shall be first established 
that they were within British territory, 
and thus the whole issue is raised as a 
preliminary. If these officers were in 
British territory, then Venezuela must 
apologize and make any further reason­ 
able reparation; but before she can be 
rightfully expected to do this, that fact 
must be clearly shown, and nothing but 
an agreement, amicable or enforced, 
upon the exact location of the boundary 
line can settle this point. Therefore, 
the attempt to shift the issue, involv­ 
ing, as it does, a prejudgment of the 
rights of Great Britain 
to territory 
claimed by Venezuela, is not likely to 
secure the countenance of our 
state 
df partment.

Two weeks of sicknesa after a life 
of perfect health drove Thomas Han­ 
a h a n to suicide. 
He was taken sick 
in his dooryard a week ago Sunday 
and fell, striking his head.

Mr. H anrahan was a thrifty farm er 
living in the first house w est from 
the school for the blind. 
He was 
sixty one y ears of age, 
stalw art of

A fter his sickness two 
weeks ago he asked th a t Dean Mc 
Ginnity be called. 
The dean advised 
th e calling of a doctor but nothing 
serious was anticipated from the ill­ 
ness. 
Relief did not come as promptly as 
w as expected. 
There were 
com­ 
plaints of pain in the head and dismal 
prophecies about brain injuries. 
The 
family did their best to assuage these 
fears but did not seem to succeed. 
H e A rose In G ood Spirits. 
When Mr. H anrahan arose a t 5:30 
o’clock this morning he seemed in un­ 
usually good spirits. 
He did the 
m orning chores and planned w ith his 
wife about going to town in the after­ 
noon. 
Ju st before 9 o’clock he went 
to the barn and Mrs. H anrahan, who 
w ent o at a few m inutes later, to let 
in some chickens, found the door 
hooked. 
She called, but got no re­ 
sponse, and going around the barn, 
looked in a window. 
Her husband 
hung from a rafter, dead. 
He had 
made a slip noose of a sm all rope with 
a ring in the end, and fastened it to a 
rafter while standing on a box, and 
then jumped off the box. 
Mrs. H anrahan called her son and 
the rope was cut a t once, but death 
had ensued. 
The rope had done its 
work quickly, for Mr. H aurahsn had 
not been away from the house more 
than ten minutes when discovered. 
Justice Prichard was 
notified at 
noon and summoned a coroners’ jury 
to view the rem ains a 'te r which they 
adjourned until tomorrow morning at 
9 o’clock.

DARKENED BY DEATH’S PALL. 


rovisions Regarding the Terms of 
City Officers and the Right of the 
Council to Make Changes at Will 
W ere Decided to Be 
Dangerous 
—Report Monday Night. 
By unanimous vote of the joint com­ 
m ittee, the uniform 
charter 
was 
‘turned down” last night. 
Two sections were found th a t no­ 
body would consent to, and the read- 
ng w ent no further. 
The sections were read in turn and 
nhere was no question raised until the 
provision as to the term of city officers 
was reached. 
The uniform charter 
gives each city official a one-year term 
and retire all together. 
This was 
seen to be very objectionable, as put­ 
ting all city business once a year into 
new hands. 
Section 26 of the general charter 
gives the council the right to change 
the term of any city official. 
This 
met with unanimous opposition, and 
was held by City Attorney McElroy to 
be in all probability unconstitutional. 
Six city officials are appointed by the 
mayor 
under the 
general char­ 
ter -the city 
attorney, city clerk, 
city engineer, 
street commissioner, 
city physician and chief of the fire de­ 
partm ent. With a council empowered 
to change the term s of these men at 
the m ayor's plans m ight be frustrated 
and partisan squabbles over appoint­ 
ments fiercer and fiercer. 
Unanim ous Vote F o s R ejection 
A vote was taken on tho sections 
under discussion.
